information provided by the respondents, the Commission decided to exercise its prosecutorial
discretion to dismiss the allegations as to Josh Guillory for Congress and Stephanie Haney in her
official capacity as treasurer, and close its file in this matter. Accordingly, the Commission
closed its file in this matter on October 10, 2018. A copy of the General Counsel’s Report,
which more fully explains the basis for the Commission's decision, is enclosed.

The Complaint alleges that the Committee failed to file a 2018 Pre-Primary Report, which
was due on July 8, 2018. The Response admits that the Committee’s 2018 Pre-Primary Report was
filed late, on July 13, 20182

Based on its experien‘ce and expertise, the Commission has established an Enforcement
-Priority System using formal, pre-determined scoring criteria to allocate agency resources and
assess whether particular matters warrant further alldministrative.enforcement proceedings. These
criteria include (-1) the gravity of the alleged violation, taking into account both the type of activity
and the amount in violation; (2) the apparent impact the alleged violation may have had on the
electoral pr~ocess; (3) the complexity of the legal issues raised in the matter; and (4) recent trends in
potential violations and other developments in the law. This matter is rated as low priority for
Commission action after application of these pre-established .;:riteria; Given that low rating and the

fact that the 2018 Pre-Primary Report was filed only five days late, we recommend that the
